Ir the Irish Chief Secretary has survived the hail of 
pamphlets respecting National Education showered 
upon him from all quarters, he is expected to be 
annibilated, or crushed into nothingness, under the 
avalanche which the Romish Bishops have rolled 
down upon him. Nine mortal colunms of small 
print form the reply of the Prelacy to his curt and 
sententions letter. We are bound to say that the 
present manifesto is greatly superior in style and 
manner to that which, concocted in St. Kevin's 
Chapel, preluded the fray. There is a considerable 
dilution of theological assumption, and the demands 
are put forward with less arrogance and hauteur. 
The present pastoral bears the Ame relation to that 
which preceded it as the quiet and impotent bull 
of ex-communication bears to that launched against 
Alphonso of Castile. There are a few instances, in- 
deed, in which the stock grievances of penal laws’’ 
“confiscation,” “ persecution,” &c., crop out, but 
they are few and far between, and serve only to show 
they have the old arrows in the quiver, should 
there be occasion to use them. 

The Titulars set out by accepting three proposi- 
tions advanced by Mr. Cardweli—but with a differ. 
ence. Mr. Cardwell had admitted “ the paramount 
“importance of religious education, the necessity 
“of separate religious teaching to the children of 
“each religion, and, thirdly, the rights of the heads 
“of each church in regard to the religious education 
“of those of their communion.” But, then, “ reli- 
“gion” is defined to be the Roman religion. The 
Titulars object to the “ Scripture lessons, to books 
prepared by Protestants on the subject of history 
ethics, or philosophy. Religious education, in their 
view, implies, “firstly a knowledge of the doctrines 
“and practices of the Roman Catholic Church, 
“ secondly, a proper training in the religious duties it 
“ prescribes—such as making the sign of the cross, 
“ confession of sins, and obedience and attachment 
“to the Church; for external religious practices, 
“together with the use of sacred symbols, experience 
“hastaught, deeply improve the youthful mind.” 
As this is the only sense in which the Prelates will 
consent to understand religion, it follows, of course, 
that the Scriptures, aud every extract from them, 
must be “ religiously” excluded. And, as the Pre- 
lates are the heads of the Church, and Mr. Cardwell 
has admitted their rights, they conclude that they 
alone should control the teaching, prescribe the 
subjects to be taught, and appoint or dismiss the 
masters. As they lay down that religion should be 
taught at all hours, and that the teacher ought him- 
self to be a religious,“ the demand simply resolves 
itself into one for the endowment of the Romish 
priesthood in Ireland. 
Mr. Cardwell had stated it to be the determination 
of Government to sustain the just independence 
“of the laity, whether Catholic or Protestant,” 
The Bishops are absolutely shocked by such an here- 
tical idea. Their Church is “divinely constituted,” 
its authority not being derived either from the 
“ congregation or the State.” Consequently, the con- 
gregation—i.e., the lajty have no right whatever as 
to religious teaching, They must be taught exactly 
as the patrons will on that head ; while the patrons, 
in tarn, will permit the sheep to roam at large in 
the pastures of secular education. Yet here, again, 
we find that the Prelates act a little invidiously, 
for they condemn secular education, except when in 
their banda, or given by their agents. Fancy that 
they condemn the history prepared by the Board, 
because in it there is no mention of the Papacy, 
‘and ite beneficent effects upon religion.” Books, 
or other subjects, are similarly condemned, and the 
books of the Christian Brothers are extolled, which 
make Queen Mary a saint and Queen Elizabeth a 
demon. 
The Model and Training Schools are condemned 
because tend to throw the whole education of 
the country Into the hands of the State, and Napoleon 
the First is elted as a proof that such policy tends to 
The Titulare forget that the case of 
public edusatlon directed by a despot is one thing, 
and conducted by a mixed Constitutional 
Government le another. Formed as our executive 
ia, the reasonable ground of apprehension is, that 
education should become too democratic rather than 
too despotic. Mixed education is condemned because 
in one school some boys joked with the Roman 


and insist that the Established Church has no claim 
to any help from the State, as “ it is in the possession 
“of large funds formerly the property of the Roman 


here, among ourselves, in the wreck and ruin of 
Rome, they bate not a jot of their demands, and in- 
solently dispute the claim of the Church of the State 
to any assistance from the State.

Ox the seventh of this month a violent mob occu- 
pied a place called Taylor's Court, in the city of 
Dublin. They commenced to storm the house of a 
widow sorrowing under the bereavement of four 
children. They commenced the siege at eleven 
o'clock at night, and continued it until half-past 
three on the following morning. They shivered 
the glass of the windows, broke in the door, smashed 
the delph and furniture, destroyed the window- 
frames and wood-work, aod finally endeavoured to 
burn the woman alive, by throwing in blazing straw 
through the windows. Thia happened, we say, in 
this metropolis, which boasts of being the second 
city in the Imperial dominions. 

The crime which this woman committed was that 
she wished ber children to be reared in her own 
religion, as Protestants. She was, in furtherance 
of this wish, conveying her ae by goose w- — 
Spiddal Orphan Refuge. On their way, four of t 
children were stolen from her, and no tale or tiding* 
of them have been yet received. The long abey- 
ance t in the case of Mary Mathews 
against Miss Aylward has emboldened the kidnap- 
ping propensities of the Priesthood. These four 
children have been stolen and hidden, and because 
the mother appealed to the law to recover them, and 
punish those who stole them, the Roman Catholics 
of her neighbourhood determined to celebrate the 
Sabbath by burning her alive. i 

It will be asked, where were the police? Do we 
not pay largely for the maintenance of a numerous 
force? How comes it that for four hours a riotous 
mob could perpetrate such an outrage in the heart 
of the city ? It isa subject of old complaint, that 
when Protestants are to be beaten or ill-treated, 
the police, instinctively we suppose, are never to be 
found. They will be at the part of their beat fur- 
thest from the scene of outrage, never at it, 

The case of the defendants, 17 of whom are now 
under bail, was, in itself, a bad one, as we might 
expect when Mr. Curran was the advocate selected 
to defend them. It was rendered worse by the nature 
of the cross-examination. Surely, the magistrates 
should fix some limits to ribaldry and mockery. Nor 
can we think that the magistrates exercised a wise 
discretion in admitting to bail a number of persons 
proved, on indisputable testimony, to have been 
guilty of so gross an outrage. As the Recorder sits 
on this day, the case would come off for trial imme- 
diately, and, perhaps, a night or two in prison would 
have taught those of the same class and the same 
feeling that such crimes are not to be perpetrated 
with impunity.

HOUSE OF COMMONS—Yeeterpar. 

Mr. M Cormick took the oaths and his seat for the 
borough of Derry, in the room of Sir R. Ferguson, 
deceased. 

The House of Commons met after the recess, and 
proceeded to business with few preliminaries. 

Mr. MASSEY gave notice that in the event of the 
Reform Bill being read a secon! time, he should move 
that it be referred to a select committee. 

On the motion to go into a committee of supply, 

Sir C. NAPIER called attent on to the management 
of the navy, and went through ite details, contending 
they were each and all imperfect, and full of faults. He 
approved of but one thing, “ that we had no sail of the 
line in the Channel fleet; for the rest, he found fault 
with the reserve, which had been greatly overstated. 
Che arrangements of Greenwich Hospital were shockiny 
and the recommendations of the commission 
generally had not been attended to, The consequence 
was, the that f ro er con Sdence of victory was no longer 
felt by the British sailor and the country. 

Bir J. ELPHINSTONE urged the claims of the re- 
served captains, who were deprived of the mertuse of 
pay to which they were entitled. These veterans were, 
for the most part, seventy yeers of age, and had yet, 
by a mere quibble, been deprived by a recent decision 
of the Admiralty of their just claims. 

Mr. LINDSAY pointed out the enormous cost to 
the country of the half-pay of the reserve. It was 
high time that the subject of the res rves was care- 
fully inquired into, He quoted the enormous increase 
vear by year in the navy estimates, which will be fur- 
ther increamd if the recommendations of Sir C 

Napier were attended to, Whom were they arming 
against ? Let them be honest, and admit that they were 
arming against France. England was afraid of France, 
and France was afraid of England, and the two coun- 
tries were arming and spending money, one against 
another. All this was unworthy of civilised nations 
He thought assurances should be made on the part 
of both countries that they had no reason 
to fear each other. The Emperor of the 
French, he believed, was too enlightened to wish to go 
to war with this country. Even if it was necessary to 
keep up our present immense force, he believed ve 
could do this at lees cost than at present. He quoted, 
at length, the opinions of the committee, to show the 
saving that might be effected in the several depart- 
ments. There bought to be a few more searching ir- 
quires into all points connected with the dockyard. 

Sir M. SEYMOUR pleaded the cause of the widows 
of seamen, who were often reduced to the utmost die- 
tress, and admitted that the management of our dock- 
yirds required revisor; declaring, at the same time, 
that the quality of the work in the dockyards was oft! e 
best kind, Our arrangements for manning the navy 
were very impertect, and on all occasions where a large 
force wus wanted we had fallen below our requirement 
He pointed out the much larger forces at our disposal 
yk as the great Continental war, and contended that 
our present weans for raising men, both by sea and 
land, were ineufficlent, and often inoperative. 

Sir J. PAKINGTON thought the claims of the 
captains on the reserve list were not destitute of 
foundation, and hoped the matter would be broug! t 
regularly before the House, as they were not in a posi. 
tion in which they were intended to be by the order in 
council, He trusted a more satisfactory system of pro- 
motion on retirement would before long be adopted. 

Sir F BARING said he had himself brought up the 
ar der in question, and felt obliged to say that it never 
was intended to bear the construction put upon it by 
captains in reserve. 

r. HENLEY called attention to the serious question 
of the deficiency cf timber in our dockyards, which did 
not obtain the attention it deserved, The concurrent 
testimony of many witnesses, all in the employment of 
Government, proved that the timber was not sufficient 
in quantity, nor properly seasoned, (n the failure of 
the materials of which our ships were constructed, 
might depend the naval supremity of the country, 

M. WILLIAMS protested against the extravagance 
of our naval expenditure. 

Nir H. LAOCKE advocated the claims of the cost of 
the ap ine on the retired list. He was satisfied that 
many of these officers were at that moment perfectly 
fit tor duty. 

Admiral WALCOTT likewise supported the claims 
of these offi ers.

ABOLITION OF SUNDAY WORK AND NIGHT 
WORK IN THE BAKING TRADE. 

A meeting of the promoters of the movement for the 
abolition of Sunday work and night work in the baking 
trade was held at the Mansion House yesterday, for the 
purpose of receiving deputations and statements from 
the bakers. The information collected on the subject 
had been sent to the master bakers, and their concur. 
rence invited. 

The chair was taken by the Loup Maron. 

A letter was read from Mr. John O'Callaghan, a 
master baker, having eleven establishments in this city 
stating oe See — ameliorate the condition of the 
working baker should have his sympath 
as far as it was practicable. 6 

A letter was read from Mr. 8. O'Brien, master baker, 
objecting to the change As impracticable, and denying 
some of the statements put forward on behalf of the 
Journey men bakers, as to the injurious effeats of the 
mode of conducting the business on their health. 

De. Hancock read the information which had been 
collected, stating that the proposed change had been 
carried out in Belfast for 18 years, and in Scotland for 
upwards of EA in Lisburn for 9 years, and was 
recently adop in London by upwards of 400 mas 
ter bakers, so that the change was practicable. 
He expressed his opinion that the statements of the 
journeymen as to the injurious effects of the present 
system of night work was corroborated by the publica- 
tons of Dr. Gray, andthe tables of mortality used by 
Insurance Companies. 

Mr. Johnston, master baker, stated that he had tried 
the system and given it up, because he was hot sup- 
ported by the public. 

Dr. M'Nameara corroborated the statement of the 
journeymen bakers, as to the unbealthiness of the pro- 
sent system. 

Mr. Hlanrahan and Mr. Somers, master bakers, stated 
their objections to the proposed change. 

At the conclusion of the conference it was resolved 
that the public meeting should not be held for a furt- 
night, to allow time for the master bakers to consider 
the statements and explanations that Lad been given at 
the meeting.

r. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) observed that the de- 
termination of Mr. Maunsell to take this step was very 
much to be regretted. Had his friends been aware of 
it, no doubt many more of them would have been there 
that day. He felt t pleasure in seconding the mo- 
tion. He very much regretted that they were about to 
lose the services of so effective a member ; for, during 
many years, he never hesitated to give the benefit of his 
assistance on all public measures, aud he hoped that on 
some future occasion they would have the benefit of 
those sorvices again. 

Alderman Roe also expressed his regret at the retire- 
ment of Mr. Maunsell. Although he was a political op- 
ponent of his, he greatly respected him as a gentleman, 
and asa man of much ability, which he had never failed 
to display on all municipal subjects. 

His Lordship then put the motion, which was passed 
unanimously. 

The Town Clerk then read the letter from Mr. Bate- 
man above referred to, which was a very long document, 
but in substance as follows: — That the water supply for 
the city should be taken from the U Liffey ; ta 
reservoir should be constructed at Ballysmuttan; that it 
should be thence conveyed to the pass at Brittas, where 
a shallow tunnel, two and a quarter miles in a£ 
and eighty feet below the surface, should be made. This 
work would bring the water to the north-eastern slope 
of the hills above Saggart, at an elevation of about 700 
test above the sea. From this point an iron pipe should 
run along the mail coach road, and convey the water 
by Tallaght to the surface reservoir near Tymore Castle, 
and thence to the city, in the same way as proposed by 
the deposited Parliamentary plans. Mr. Bateman's let- 
ter entered at considerable length into the advantages 
which would arise from taking the water supply from 
the above source, both as regarded the quality of the 
water and the nature of the district, and coneſuded by 
stating that, in order to remove any doubt as to his in- 
tentions, he was willing to undertake the whole work, 
including all the risks, and the cost of design and super- 
intendence, and to guarantee a supply of six million gal- 
lons ot water per day, in three years from the commence- 
ment of the works, and ten million gallonsin five years, 
and to maintain the supply of water for five years after 
the completion of the works for £185,00v. 

Dr. Gray said this project came before the Corporation 
ata most suspicious time, and in a most suspicious 
manner. In the first place, it was altogether unsolicited 
on the part of the Corporation, and it was sent to them 
several months after the time when it should have been 
sent to them, had Mr. Bateman been the generous and 
disinterested man he now appenred to be. Why did he 
not communicate his project before the Corporation 
had gone to t expense in connection with the bill, 
and especially at the time when the sub committee 
appeared before the House of Commons, and when it 
was distinctly stated before the chairman of ways and 
means, by the Parliamentary agent opposed to them, that 
they then had a perfect plan in contemp! ition for sup- 
plying the city with water. Dr. Gray then proceeded 
at some length to show that there was nothing new in 
this project that it was identical with one of the eleven 
projects long since submitted to the Corporation, viz.— 
the Kippure project and which had been rejected ; 
and concluded by moving a resolution declining to re- 
enter into the consideration of the matter. 

Mr. Redmond seconded the motion. 

Alderman Martin considered that Mr. Bateman’s letter 
was deserving of consideration. He did not care what 
his motives might be. The only thing which they had 
to look to, was he a practical man, and capable of carrying 
out the projectas hestated. As regarded the general ques- 
tiea of water works was, he thought that the public had 
not got sufficient information on the subject. He was 
not at all surprised at the anxiety whieh was mani. 
fested by parties outside upon this question, especially 
as the Corporation were now supporting a project which 
the majority of them had condemned (No, no.) 
He thought that Mr. Bateman’s letter might be pro- 
ductive of gare If he gave useful suggestions 
in his letter, he did not see why they should not be 
entertained or carefully considered. 

Mr. Acheson objected to the course taken by Alder- 
man Martin. This question was debated over and over, 
and their time should not be occupied with it now. 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) protested against the 
interruption, 

Alderman Martin, in resuming, sald that the public 
were yet ignorant of the estimate for the construction 
of the water works, and that if they (the Corporation) 
were assured that Mr. Bateman could carry them out 
ata less cost, then they should consider his pro- 
posal. The Corporation should bear in mind that the 
city was taxed enormously at present, and he was not 
convinced that the poor part of the population would de- 
rive all the advantages which were held out by the pro- 
posers of the new plan. From his experience he was 
disposed to think that those whospoke least about the 

ir did most for them. 

Mr. Whelan next addressed the house, and recom- 
mended the Lough Owel plan, which he did on many 
former occasion. 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) expressed his regret 
that vo man in the Corporation or outside of it could 
make any suggestion in opposition to the bill without 
having his motives assailed. He knew nothing of Mr. 
UHateman's letter before he entered the room that day, 
yet the first thing he heard after the reading of it was 
the impugning of his motives in writing it. Three 
monthe ago a very moderate demand had been made 
for the future consideration of the project, and had that 
(e nan be n acceded to, they would have a mach better 
chance of getting a good bill Mr. Guinness, in a letter 
to the chairman of the committee, had proposad to take 
the water from the 5th lock and suggested that it would 
be much better than at the level in the proposed bill. He 
came forward-in a very friendly manner and had joined 
the guarantee subscription list, and he was told that he 
would be brought befure the committee, and convinced 
that he was wrong. But why should that gentleman, 
however respectable he might be, betreated differently 
trom others in relation to thie question? He (Mr. Mar- 
tin) had acted himself in favour of the canal scheme, but 
he could not control the opinions of the ratepayers 
He concurred in the observations of Aldermaa Martin, 
und regretted that they had not the assistance of his ad- 
vuacy before. 

AlJerman Mr in said that he had on a former occasion 
suggesied that the greatest publicity should be given to 
the several acts of the Corporation.

Rev. H. W. Young described the work in Forkhill and 
the vicinity, where a large number of Roman Catholics 
were under Script»ral instruction, through the system 
of Irish and English teaching.

Rev. George Shea, Missionary from Sellerna, in Con- 
nemara, next described the state of his mission, the 
former bigotry and superstition which prevailed, and the 
opposition exercised by the priests. Healso referred to 
the happy deathbed of a convert. 

Rev. G. Garrett spoke of the work in Sligo, and men- 
tioned 8 interesting cases of conversion. He aleo 
described his system of Irish preaching. 

Kev. J. Rogers referred to the work in Dublin. Its 
present aspect was characterised by increased tu- 
ality and earnestness. A higher tone had the 
classes, and many prayer meetings had been held to 
meet the want which had been felt in the city both 
amongst Protestants and Roman Catholics, Of this 
many — instances were given in the course of an 
interesting address, in which he bore a very powerful 
testimony to the necessity and value of bold aggression 
on Romanism. 

Rev. Maurice Colles followed up very earnestly the 
remarks of the preceding speaker, and spoke of the ne- 
cessity of a more settled recognition in the Church of 
Ireland ot the office and position of a missionary clergy- 
man. 

Rev. C. F. MacCarthy gave an outline of the present 
position of the Dublin mission ; showed the failure of 
the different Roman Catholic efforts to put down 
proselytism, and thus brought toa close an enthusiastic 
meeting, the interest of which was sustained through- 
Out.

LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
The annual meeting of the Hibernian Auxiliary to 
the above society was held last evening, in the Metro- 
politan Hall. The attendance was very numerous, and 
on the platform were several clergymen. 

ALDERMAN Arkinson occupied the chair. 

The Chairman said it afforded him much pleasure to 
witness so large and respectable a meeting, assembled 
to hear the good work which was doing by missionary 
enterprise among the benighted heathens. It was also 
most pleasing to consider one of the fundamental 
principles of the society—ramely, that it was not its 
voject to send either Episcopalians, Presbyterians, In- 
dependents, or any other particular religious denomi- 
nation among their benighted fellow-creatures, but 
simply to send the glorious Gospel of the Lord among 
them, and to leave to themselves the selection of the 
form of church government which they would prefer. 
The Rev. Mr. Urwick then read the report, which 
contained several interesting statements. According to 
the latest returns it — that throughout Polynesia 
there are 8,177 church members, and about 100 students 
training for the ministry. In the West Indies there 
are 36 churches, and 5,000 church members. Several 
of these churches are self-supporting, and the amount 
contributed last year by them was £7,100. In Southern 
Africa the enterprise was also successful; and ia 
Madagascar comparatively so, notwithstanding the 
eruel persecution which was practised there. In China, 
the expectations which the society had entertained last 
year on account of the prospect of the Treaty and the 
extension of British commerve were not fully realised 
on account of circumstances which had occurred since 
then. In the southern part of India they had 
198 congregations, 958 communicants, 189 schools, 
and 7,295 scholars. In the North W rt of 
India there were also encruraging . of pro- 
gress. The rev. gentleman then read the statement 
of accounts, from which it appeared that the receipts of 
the auxiliary for the t year were £1,250,19. 

The Rev. Mr. Harding proposed the first resolution. 
“ That the report and statement of accounts bea 
printed.” This was the first time, he said, thet he 
appeared upon @ platform in this country, but it was 
his happiness to have attended the meeting 
of the parent society in Exeter-hall, in London, which 
was A glorious and most enthusiastic one. The Hall, 
which, as they were aware, was one of the largest in 
the metropolis, was crowded almost to the ceiling, and 
so thoroughly imbued was the meeting with the mis- 
sionary spirit as to give them the greatest 
ment for the future, He was sure that all true Chris- 
tians felt the deepest interest in the progress of the 
Redeemer's cause, for there were two desires in each 
Christian heart—namely, the glory of God and the 
salvation of souls, It was delightful to contemplate 
the fact, that the missionary cause was becoming 
more universal every year, and he had no doubt that 
the time would come when the achievements of the 
missionaries would far surpass anything which was done 
by them now or in times past. But what a source of 
pride and consolation was it to consider what had been 
done already. By means of the missionary operations, 
they were now exalting before the throne of God 
thousands and tens of thousands of saquls which had 
been rescued from sin and Satan. But still there 
were millions of human beings to whom the Gospel had 
not yet been preached, and who had never yet heard 
of the Saviour name, or of the tidings of salvation 
conveyed to them in the Bible. Was it not, then, their 
bounden duty to do ali that they could to send the Gospel to 
themselves poor creatures—the Gospel which had done 
such wonders for themselves individually, and 
as a nation? He felt no apprehension on that 
head, but he wished to remind them, that 
though it was most desirable that they should 
Christianise the heathen, they should take care not to 
be practically ignorant af the Gospel themselves, 

The Rev. Alexander Williamson, missionary from 
China, who attended as a deputation from the parent 
«ciety, seconded the resolution, and in doing so said 
that it had been justly observed by a recent writer, 
that China was the best misrepresented country in the 
world. In fact, it was only very recently that we 
got anything like an adequate idea of the 
resources, the literature, and the religious opinions of 
that country, so that many statements which can now 
be made with truth may appear to be great exaggera- 
tions. Many people tpoke of China as they would of 
France or Great Britain, but it was eighteen times 
than Great Britain, and if they took into 
the entire — over which the Emperor of China 
reigned, they would find that it was nearly as large as 
all Europe, and that it contained about one-third of the 
human race. According to the census which was taken 
in 1812, the entire population of the country amounted 
to 360,000,000, but by a later one, taken in 1949, it 
amounted to 414,000,000. Throughout the empire there 
were «@hteen different languages in use—as different 
from each other as French, German, and English ; but, 
then, there was but one written which was 
understood rally. This written language, too, was 
not confined to China, but was aleo understood in Japan, 
aud in the neighbouring islands, so that the books writ- 
ten in it inflaenced a much larger 1 than hat ot 
China Proper. It was a singular thing, however, that, 
notwithstanding this diversity of language, the Chinese 
people were composed of ane pace, and not a mixed one, 
of which mention was wade at a very early period.

The Rev. William Brandon, Rector of Tinnehealy, in 
seconding the sesolution, id the great object 
of the Irish Church Missions Society was 
to save the souls of Roman Catholics. Ile did not ex 
pect that every Roman Catholic would become a Chris- 
tian—it was not impossible, but it was improbable; he 
did not expect that Paul Callen would become a Chris- 
tian—it was not impossible, but it was very improba- 
ble ; but he did believe that there was, of the Roman 
Catholic population of Ireland, “ a remnant according 
to the election of grace, and that it was the bounden 
duty of the Christian Church, in this country, to use 
the most decided efforts to bring out that “ remnant, 
according to the election of grace.” (Hear, hear.) 
The Irish Church Missions was a great aid to the Irish 
Church, in the missionary pusition which she occupied 
in this country. About six or seven months ago it was 
reported that certain parties, called the Redemptorist 
Fathers, were coming to visit the neighbourhood in 
which he resided. Deing aware of the horrid 
doctrines that these Redemptorist Fathers dis. 
seminated through the confessional—veing aware 
that they lay the axe to all truth, all honesty, 
and all virtue—he considered it to be his bounden duty 
to raise a warning voice against them. ‘Take away 
from that meeting the principles of truth, of honesty, 
and of virtue, and what would it become? Were not 
these the three great moral principles which entered 
into the constitut.on of the moral fabric ? Destroy these 
moral principles, and the social fabric would become a 


chactic mass of immorality and vice, and of 
di nisation. (Hear, bear.) This society 
heartily co-operated with him in raising this 


warning voice, and their efforts had been very success- 
ful. (Hear, bear.) It had been frequently stated by 
those who were op to the Irish Church Missions 
that they coloured their facts. Now, he was one of those 
who would disdain to be the advocate of a society which 
sibjected itself to such an imputation. Ile had an op- 
portunity, a couple “a ago, of examining into the 
working of the Irish Church Missions down in Galway 
and Connemara, and he could assure the meeting that 
the impression produced on his mind was, that the 
statements he had heard did not come up to the reality 
which he saw with his own eyes and heard with his 
own ears. (Applause) These Redemptorist Fathers 
were capital showmen. ( Laughter.) n casting their 
blue lights through the chapel, when they rm their 
exorcism, or, as they called it, expelling the devil from 
the chapel, they produce an amazing amount of excite- 
ment. This was tried in the chapel of Tinnehealy. Some 
of the people jumped over the gallery in their excite 
ment, and one poor fellow, upon whom a blue light fell, 
became deranged; but they said he was filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and that he was to convert all heretics to 
the true religion. (Laughter.) That man became so 
violent in his derangement that he was obliged to be sent 
tothe ail in Wicklow. A still more painful exhibition than 
this occurred. In the parish adjoining his there was ex- 
hibited a life-like appeararceof Jesus Christ, and, fur 
sught he knew, a sponge of blood in the centre—the 
crown of thorns upon his head. A woman who had 
seen this statue stated, in the presence of one of his 
family, in a shop in Tinnehealy, that she had seen the 
real Seven Christ ; that she had seen the blood trickling 
down, and that he was as big as her Jemmy. (Laugh. 
ter) Was it not painful to see men who professed to 
be missionaries of the true church, forsooth, thus dis- 
grace, dishonour, and commit blasphemy on our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ? (Hear, hear.) After some 
further observations, the res. gentleman concluded by 
seconding the resolution. 

The Chairman put the resolution, which was carried 
unanimously. He stated that press of business obliged

THE LOSS OF THE HUNGARIAN, 

The Portland Argus of the 28th ult. contains the fol- 
lowing paragraph in reference to the loss of the Hun- 
garian:— 

„Nite or THE Hexaantanx.—The schooner Sarah, 
Captain Upton, returned here yesterday from the 
wreck of the Hungarian. She brings a few items of 
intelligence of interest. The clock of the ill-fated 
steamer was found, whose hands ladicated 11 o'clock 
and 15 minutes. This is, undoubtedly, the moment 
the steamer struck, an! the concussion stopped the 
clock. A thick and severe snow-storm was prevailing 
unt that time,. It was just at the commencement of ebb 
tide, which accounts for the fact that no more of the 
bodies were found. They were carried by it out to sea. 
Most of the goods recovered were picked up from nine 
to fifteen miles outside of Cape Sable, and to the east- 
ward of that point. But eight bodies have been reco- 
vere! in all, only one of which, that of Mrs. Woods, 
could be identified. Singularly enough, the clock was 
in good orler, and ran well on being started again. 
This clock fixes, beyond question, the hour of the dis- 
aster. If the reported loss of a vessel by getting into 
the ice and being carried ashore by the current near 
Cape Sable on the night the Hungarian was wrecked 
be true, it may afford a clue to the loss of the steamer, 
She may have run into the same fleld of ice, and thus 
in the storm have got upon the rocks.

On Saturday last, one 
skinner in Kendal received no less than 250 skins from 
the neighbourhood of Shap, and other skioners in the 
town had an almost fabulous number. On Wednesday 
100 skins arrived from one farm, and it was some time 
before the owner could dispose of them, as the skinners 
had so large a number still unpulled that they were 
rotting and becoming putrid in their skinneries. 
The sheep farmers are now daily bringing cart 
loads of Skins to the dealers, and there is no telling 
as yet when it will cease. The sheep whose 
skins are now brought to the skinneries have not all 
perished in the stowstorm, but they are so emaciated 
from the long winter, and hunger and coll, that they 
reel about, and then totter, fall and die by scores 
together. It is said that one-half of the sheep in the 
perish of Bampton have perist.ed, and that Mr Thomas 
Mouse, in that parish, Las lost above 500, and Mr 
Thomas Abbott, of Thornthwaite Hall, near Shar, 
counts up his loss to more than 1,290 head. Never in 
the memory of the oldest shepherd on the hills of 
Westmoreland can be remembered so fearful a mor- 
tality amongst the mountain sheep, and great fears are 
entertained that it has not yet reached its highest 
pitch, as it is thought that as the sheep begin to feed 
on the young sprouts of green grass which are now 
mak ing their appearance it will cause dysentery in the 
flocks, and there is no remedy, tor they are lost.
